A tense quiet prevailed yesterday 
in Upper Galilee, following the 
Katyusha attack on "Kiryat Shmona 
early Friday morning in which three 
persons were slightly wounded. 

IDF gunners later on Friday 
shelled Nabatiyu and the Arnoun 
heights 1 in South Lebanon, from 
which the terrorists had fired the 
rockets. Three Lebanese villagers 
were killed and 12 wounded by the 
Israeli artillery fire, according to 
Lebanese provincial authorities. 

The terrorists also fired into the 
villages of Marjayoun and Klea in 
the Christian enclave on Friday af- 
ternoon. undeterred by the heavy 


ruin falling in the area. 

The Katyusha attack on Friday 
morning, the second in two days, 
came in three separate salvoes: bet- 
ween 3 p.m. and 4 a.m., several 
rockets were fired into the Galilee 
panhandle without causing injuries 
or damage. 

At 4.40 a.m.. several rockets were 
fired on Kiryal Shmona, wounding 
three persons and causing heavy 
damage. The wounded were 
Ephraim Eliahu. 46. Zion Abragil, 
24. and Esther Zakai. 34. Alt three 
were sent home after being treated 
at the Magen David Adorn station. 

Later in the morning, at 7.45. the 
terrorists extended their range of 
fire and sent several Kulvushas into 


Central Galilee, but no injuries or 
damages were reported. 

Residents or Kiryal Shmona were 
tense after the second straight day 
of shelling, and children were sent 
home from school early on Friday 
to be with their families. 

The North remained in a high 
state of alert yesterday, with all 
emergency crews and facilities on 
standby. Some residents spent the 
day in shelters.

He&*y Hitts arid 5Hdw sibHHS 
lashed the Golan Heights and 
Galilee hills over the weekend, 
while rain, hail and an occasional 
snow flurry kept most Jerusalemites 
holed up at home last night. 

Many roads in the northern 
Golan Heights were completely 
blocked last night as snow con- 
tinued to fall in the area.' The Her- 
mon ski-site was closed. 

Snow also fell in Safad, and rain • 
mixed with light snow fell in the 


villages around Acre. Rainstorms, 
and blustery winds in Haifa brought 
down lines and disrupted felefctHcity 
supplies in Neve Sha'anan and on 
the Carmel. The heavy rains in 
Galilee led to the opening of the 
floodgates at Degania, to prevent 
the Kinnerel from overflowing. 

In Jerusalem, light snow and sleet 
fell in Kiryat Menahem, Kiryat 
Yovel and Ramot Eshkol last night 
as the municipality braced itself for 
heavier snowfalls. Police advised 
motorists to keep off the streets. 

•Four-wheel drive vehicles, in- 
cluding plowtrucks, jeeps and San- 


ders were brought together in the 
Russian Compound to keep the 
capital's streets open should the 
weatherman's prediction of heavier 
snow prove correct. 

Police made provisions to provide 
emergency transport for anyone re- 
quiring hospitalization. 

The last serious snowstorm in 
Jerusalem was last Purim. when 30 
centimetres of snow fell. Traffic was 
halted Tor two days, electricity lines 
came down, water mains froze and 
burst, and milk and bread were hard 
to come by. 


WARSAW. — The Solidarity 
union and the Polish govern- 
ment reached compromise 
agreements early yesterday on 
work-free Saturdays and access 
to communications media. No 
agreement was reached, 
however, on the farmers’ de- 
mand for an independent 
farmers union. 

Local strikes continued, despite 
the union leadership's effort to 
restrain union militants pressing 
regional and local demands. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
reported without comment yester- . 
day on the agreement. 

Top Solidarity leaders, meeting 
after the marathon talks were over, 
called an extraordinary session of 
the union's national leadership for 
today to decide on whether to call 
off a one-hour general strike 
threatened for Tuesday. 

Solidarity also dispatched two lop 
officials lo the southern province of 
B ielsko-Biala bearing a personal ap- 
peal by union leader Lech Walesa 
for the maverick Bielsko-Biala un- 
ion chapter to call off a wildcat 
general strike which has paralysed 
the heavily industrialized province 
for five days. 

Walesa and the seven other union 
officials who met for 12ft hours with 
Prime Minister Jozef Pinkowski and 
other top ministers look these deci- 
sions at a strategy session yesterday. 

They also debated union response 
to government proposals on the is- 
sue of recognition of a rural 
Solidarity peasants' union and said a 
government commission would 
"probably go to the peasant activists' 
stronghold of Rzeszow, in the 
southeast, today to meet with 
protesters there. 

Walesa also planned to go to 
Rzeszow today. 

The rural Solidarity issue was the 
only one of three key worker-staLe 
friclion areas left un&elilecf after the 
talks. 

Agreement was reached on the is- 
sue of how long the work week 
should be and on increased 
Solidarity access to the mass media. 

“it's the greatest success we have 


yet achieved," Walesa said yester- 
day . 

“We have never gone so far. 

Almost everything was settled,” he 
>aid. 

A joint communique was issued 
after the talks, which took place fol- 
lowing a week of the. most 
widespread labour unrest and ten- 
sion since the mass strikes lust sum- 
mer. 

It said the government had 
agreed in principle to Solidarity's 
demand for a five-day. 40-hour 
work week, but that this year, “tak- 
ing Poland's economic situation 
into account.” Solidarity agreed to 
a compromise of a 42-hour week, 
with three free Saturdays a month. 

Also, it was agreed that instead of 
docking the pay of workers who 
stayed home on January 10 and 24 
to press the Solidarity demand, 
these workers would have two less 
free days this year. 

On the media issue, “an agree- 
ment was worked out to publish a 
nationwide Solidarity weekly." 

' Also. Solidarity will have weekly 
television and radio programmes — 
which a Solidarity spokesman said 
would be uncensored. In addition, 
radio and television regular news 
programmes will cover" Solidarity 
decisions, proposals and other state- 
ments, and Solidarity represen- 
tatives will be given air lime when 
worker- related problems are under 
discussion. 

In other developments, leaders of 
thousands of students who have 
staged a sit-in at Lodz University for 
10 days met for a second round of 
talks with Higher Education 
Minister Janusz Gorski. 

The students have a list of de- 
mands. including making political . 
science courses, like Marxism, op- - 
tional subjects and other curriculum - 
changes. 

In Washington, U.S. officials said 
that Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig sent a private message lo 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko about the situation in 
Poland and other matters of con- 
cern. 

A State Department spokesman. 
William Dyess. refused Friday to 
confirm the sending of the letter.

Newsmen had their film con- 
fiscated and were' denied ordinary 
press facilities by. the special amied 
police guards at the auport. 

The jets, painted in spotted 
camouflage, . bore no markings. 
They were flown in by French pilots 
and would be flown onward by Iraqi 
pilots who arrived at Larnaca in a 
special plane earlier in the day, 
sources said. 

The Iraqi pilots apparently 
arrived in a transport jet bearing the 
markings of Alia, the Jordanian 
airline, which was also under heavy 
security guard. 

Iraq ordered 36 Mirage F-I jet 
fighters in July 1977 and another 24 
in December 1979 for a total of 60. 
Original delivery date was February 
1981.. 

The F-l is capable of flying at 
twice the speed . or sound and 
reaching an altitude of 65,000 feet. 
It is used mainly as an interceptor 
and has a range of 500-600 nautical 
miles. (AP, Reuter) 


TEL AVIV. — Labour Party 
Chairman Shimon Peres is not ex- 
pected to name his leadership team, 
or shadow cabinet, at Labour’s se- 
cond convention session opening 
this morning at the Tel Aviv Cinema 
Auditorium. The convention ses- 
sion could possibly continue lo ear- 
ly Tuesday morning. 

Some quarters in Labour had ex- 
pected such an announcement, but 
sources dose to Peres said such a 
move would only aggravate tensions 
between the already warring groups 
within the party. 

The sources noted that this ses- 
sion is being held when the major 
parties have already started their 
election campaign, and therefore, 
everything must be done to lend ah 
impression of unity at the conven- 
tion. Too many problems, including 
power struggles, the malre-up of the 
Knesset list, and drawing up of the 
party platform, will be enough to 
test the ability of divergent Labour 
groups to maintain a facade of un- 
ity, they said. The formation of a 
shadow cabinet is superfluous and a 
dangerous element of disharmony 
at tnis point, they added. 

The sources, maintained that if a 
shadow cabinet is ever announced it 
would be at a date close to the elec- 


tions, in order to minimize in- 
fighting over the portfolios. 

Nevertheless, observers will wait 
lo hear what persons considered 
key candidates for portfolios will 
say today and tomorrow. Chief 
among these is Ya’acov Levinson, 
former chairman of Bank 
Hapoalim's board of directors, very 
much a mystery man due to his few 
public pronouncements. He is con- 
sidered likely lo geL the finance 
portfolio should Peres form the nest 
government. 

• Since the second session is due to 
handle the party's economic plat- 
form — not dealt with at the mid- 
December -convention — 
Levinson's opinions might be aired 
for the first time. Many of the 
proposals for the platform are seen 
as vague and ambiguous, and there 
is considerable disagreement about 
them. 

The session also will probably 
hear two others mooted as possible 
finance ministers — Koor’s Naftali. 
Blumenihal, and MK Gad 
Ya'acobi. However, Levinson is 
seen as the favourite and his 
meeting Thursday with Peres for a 
prolonged lunch heightened such 
speculation in the parly. Sources 
would only say that the two discus- 


sed economic questions, but this is 
seen by insiders as indicative of 
Peres’ intention to name Levinson. 

AH groups within the party are 
out to win as many seats as possible 
on the Central Committee to be 
chosen by the convention session. 

Although the committee size is 
unknown, it will probably expand to 
over 900 members rather than to the 
initially-planned 700. What is cer- 
tain is that representation on this 
party parliament will insure power 
to the largest group for the next four 
years. 

The party appointments commit- 
tee has conducted marathon talks 
on the issue in the hope that by last 
night it would have completed the 
difficult job of putting together the 
puzzle. The first session of the con- 
vention could not decide on the 
Central Committee and the matter

to mop up money 


plan

Banks will today begin absorbing 
money from the public by means of 
the new. fully linked two-year sav- 
ings plan, approved by the govern- 
ment in order to stem inflationary 
pressures. 

•The new savings plan may be 
joined during February or March. 
But it is more worthwhile to sub- 
scribe towards the end of either of 
these months, rather than at the 
beginning, because the day of the 
month does not matter for purposes 
of calculating the two-year span cf 
the plan, and the money can 
profitably be invested by the stver 
elsewhere. 

According to Treasury source*, 
the yield on the two-year savings 
plan is expected to reach 3.5-4 per 
cent. The Treasury will also absorb 


money by raising the ceiling on the 
benefit funds to 1S24.000 a year, in- 
stead of the current IS 1 5,000 and 
IS9.000 two months ago. Invest- 
ments in the funds up to the ap- 
proved ceiling are granted tax 
benefits. • * 

On Friday, it was thought that the 
budget for next year would be 
brought before the cabinet today. 
But its preparation was held up and 
it will only be submitted al the end 
of Lhe week, or early next week, 
together with this year’s third sup- 
plementary budget. 

First estimates for next year’s 
budget put it at IS210 billion, com- 
pared with the IS90.1 billion ap- 
proved for this year. The economic 
cabinet will meet tomorrow to 
decide on the new economic policy, 
but the sublects to be debated have 
not been made public. 


Hostility at Cairo Book Fair 

Shamir: Not all Egyptians 
support peace with Israel 


TEL AVIV. — Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir said yesterday that 
incidents surrounding the Israeli 
display at the Cairo International 
Book Fair underscored the fact that 
not all Egyptians are happy about 
peace with Israel. 

“There are many trends in Egyp- 
tian society and in Arab society that 
oppose the peace treaty and the 
normalization of relations between 
us and Egypt.” Shamir said in a 
radio interview. 

“' W e know that this normalization 
is a long way. and on this way are 
many obstacles, and we need much 
patience and wisdom to overcome 
these obstacles,*' Shamir said. 

In Cairo, two members of a 
minority leftist political party were 
arrested Friday for inciting a 
boycott of Israel's pavilion at the 
book fair, the party said yesterday. 

A press release by the National 
Unionist Progressive Rally (NUPR) 
said the detainees were taken into 
custody as they circulated Palesti- 
nian paper flags and leaflets on the 
fair grounds urging a boycott of the 
Israeli exhibit at the fair, which was 
opened Thursday by the first lady, 
Mrs. Jehan Sadat. 

The NUPR said that a number of 
“writers, journalists, university 
professors and other professionals” 
had joined the two men in dis- 
tributing the leaflets. 

The leaflet, attached to the press 
release, carried the slogans “No to 
the Israeli pavilion at the Book Fair 
No to the Zionist invasion of 
| Aiab culturrirr Egypt.- 5 ’ — 

The NUPR, which opposes the 
Israeli- Egyptian peace treaty, is one 


of Egypt's four political parties but 
has no representation in parliament. 
Openly pro-Soviet, it is led by 
KhaJed Mohieddin, once known as 
the “red major.” and a former as- 
sociate of President Anwar Sadat in 
the military junta that overthrew the 
monarchy in 1952. 

On Friday, the Israeli exhibit was 
moved to a new- location hundreds 
of metres away from the site where 
it had stood side by side with an ex- 
hibit flying the Palestinian flag. 
Israel’s blue and white banner was 
removed from its booth after the 
Palestinians protested. 

The director of Israel’s pavilion, 
Shlomo Erel, said they were glad to 
get away from the “hate campaign" 
going on at the booth next to them. 
He said the book fair's organizers 
also had not been quite hospitable. 

“None of us was invited to the 
opening ceremony, we have been 
mistreated as guests here,” said 
Erel. “They even took down the list 
of publishers represented in our 
stand after having given us permis- 
sion to put it up.” 

Erel said of the move to the 
“international” hall, which has ex- 
hibits from the U.S. and European 
countries: “We should have been 
here from the start and avoided all 
this trouble.” 

The organizers of the 1 1 -day fair 
had said that Israel had missed the 
October 31 deadline for participa- 
tion. and had not applied until 
January. The exhibit was first 
placed in a side hall under the 
auspices of an Egyptian distributor; 
"andTSria'ef was nof listed* amongThe

NRP factions quarrel over

TEL AVIV. — The National 
Religious Party over the weekend 
grappled with twin crises — a row 
between the factions headed by 
Education Minister Zevulun Ham- 
mer and Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, and threats by MK Haim 
Druckman to leave the NRP and set 
up his own list. 

Burg promised to seek an early 
compromise to the dispute over the 
management of the elections cam- 
paign which has sown discord 
between his own'Latnifne faction 
and the NRP’s “Young Guard." 

Burg had wanted his faction’s 
Raphael Ben-Natan to head the 
party's campaign drive. The Young 
Guard, according to Burg's 
proposal, would be represented 
only by MK Yehuda Ben-Meir as 
head of the information committee. 
But the Young Guard insists that 
Hammer be named co-chairman 
with Burg and that party secretary- 
general Danny Verm us share equal 
status with Ben-Natan. 

The Young Guard, fearing that 
Burg's faction is trying to keep them 
out of positions of influence in the 
campaign, firmly reject what they 
see as “an unjustified take-over" by 
Lamifne. However, Burg has in- 
dicated a willingness to compromise 
and sources in the NRP say that he 
will make every effort to prevent a 
party split at a time in which the 
Abuhatzeira affair has already 
caused much damage. 

Meanwhile Rabbi Haim 
Druckman, Gush Emunim’s men- 
tor, who had the second slot in the 


firmed last night that he is consider- 
ing leaving the party. Druckman has 
stayed away from many meetings of 
the executive in recent months, and 
insiders say that he is busy organiz- 
ing his Eitanim faction into an in- 
dependent list. He reportedly has 
the financial backing and sup- 
porters to run on his own. 

Druckman has reportedly 
decided against joining the 
nationalist Hatehiya list, because it 
is not a strictly religious party. NRP 
leaders apparently are not con- 
cerned about Druckman ’s possible 
defection because they believe he 
would vie with Hatehiya for the 
same potential voters, whom the 
NRP has already written off. Such a 
move on his part would hurt 
Hatehiya more than it would the 
NRP, it is believed. 

It,. is against this background, say 
party insiders, that Burg told the 
party executive that he is recon- 
sidering his earlier opposition to 
raising the minimum number of 
votes entitling a list to Knesset 
representation. Burg says that he 
might now favour raising the 
minimum. Until now' the Likud 
could not legislate in that direction 
because of its coalition partner's op- 
position. There are also signs that 
Labour is softening its opposition to 
such a move. 

If he remains in the NRP, 
Druckman is reportedly demanding 
the inclusion of Rabbi Zvi Neriya 
and Yosef Shapira in safe slots on 
the party list of candidates. The two 
are members of the Greater Israel 
Movement. 


Slashed tires found on 30 cars in capital

U.S. faults administration of W. Bank, Gaza

WASHINGTON. —.The U.S. State 
Department’s latest report on 
human rights contains much 
sharper criticism of Israel’s ad- 
ministration of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip in comparison with last 
year’s report. 

The report, scheduled to be of- 
ficially released this week, was sent 
to Congress on January 16 by the 
Carter administration as one of its 
final acts in office. 

Based on cables from U.S. em- 
bassies and consulates abroad, the 
report was put together by the 
former assistant secretary of state 
for humanitarian and human rights 
affairs, Pat Derian, a Carter ap- 
pointee. 

The report on Israel is. as usual, 
divided into two categories: one on 
Israel within the pre-1967 lines, the 
other on “the occupied territories.” 
Israel's human rights practices 
within Israel proper again receive 


favourable treatment, according to 
sources, who said Israel is described 
as a parliamentary democracy. 

But practices in the territories are 
sharply criticized. Specifically, the 
report is said to condemn tbe con- 
tinued construction of new settle- 
ments and the deportation of West 
Bank political .leaders. 

•Under U.S. law, the State Depart- 
ment is required to file an annual 
report documenting human rights 
practices around the world. 

The Reagan administration is ex- 
pected to play down the 
significance of these reports as well 
as the political stature of the depart- 
ment's 1 humanitarian and human 
rights bureau. During the Carter ad- 
ministration, human rights were 
considered a major foreign policy 
objective. 

At his first news conference, 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
pointed out that combating inter- 
national terrorism will become the 
“human rights” issue of the Reagan 
administration. >

Two years ago, the human rights 
report on Israel caused a major stir 
because of allegations by a former 
U.S. consular official in Jerusalem, 
Alexandra Johnson, that Israel 
maintained a policy of torture 
against Arab prisoners. Last year, 
the torture charges were softened. 

Sources suggested that the latest 
report will treat this sensitive sub- 
ject similarly to last year.

Dayan sets April deadline 
for decision on new party 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — MK Moshe 
Dayan said on Friday that he would 
decide by the beginning of April 
whether to run for die Knesset on a 
separate list. 

Speaking at the Engineering Club 
here, Dayan said he would weigh his 
decision on the basis of the support 
he found for his basic platform — 
“the implementation of autonomy, 


Jerusalem, through Ramallah, 
Nablus and Jenin.” 

He dismissed the Alton plan, and 
the Alignment’s adherence to the 
so-called “Jordanian option,” out of 
hand. It was essential that Israel 
maintain control of the hill-line, he 
explained, in addition to the water

He said he would not be.joining 
Rafi ’ — “but if Rafi wishes to join 
us, they will be welcome." As for 
the Alignment, he noted that he 
could not come to terras with itx 
platform. 

Turning to other issues, Dayan 
stressed the importance to Israel's 
security not only of a military 
presence along the Jordan, but in 
the hill country “from Hebron to

As for the Egyptian front, Dayan 
said that Israel should insist that the 
U.S. keep its end of the bargain, 
once Israel completes its 
withdrawal from Sinai, and position 
an American or multinational force 
in the areas vacated. 

“We should insist on this and not 
lei the Americans wriggle out of 
their undertakings," he said, noting 
that he believed that both U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan and 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
were “seeking bases in Egypt and 
Sinai and perhaps also here, and 
that all parties would agree to 
these.” 

On “normalization” with Egypt, 
Dayan did not conceal his contempt 
al Israel's efforts to “cling”, to its 
new friend. 

“We have to understand that if 
they don’t warn us — so be it. For 
we are inviting ourselves against 
their will rather than simply staying 
in our own country." He deplored 
Israel's current “pathetic and 
woebegone image" in the world. 


Egypt to protest against 
new West Bank settlements 


CAIRO (UPI). — Egypt will protest 
to Israel against its acceleration of 
the construction of settlements in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip, the 
newspaper Al-Ahram said in yester- 
day's early editions. 

It said a protest note has been 
prepared for delivery to Israel Am- 
bassador Eliahu Ben-Elissar. 

It quoted Foreign Minister 
Kama! Hassan Ali as saying the 
building of new settlements is “a 
real obstacle to peace.” 

Reports from Israel suggest that 
the Begin government, fearing an 
election victory for the opposition 
Labour party which is less keen on 
construction of settlements, wants- 
to complete its own settlement 
programme before the election. 

Egyptian newspapers yesterday 
bitterly criticized the recent Islamic 
summit call for a jihad (holy war) to 
liberate Jerusalem and other ter- 
ritories captured by Israel in the 
1967 war. 

The five-day summit at Taif. 
Saudi Arabia, ended on Thursday. 
Egypt' was barred because its 
membership was suspended follow- 
ing the peace treaty with Israel. 

“After 30 years of the establish- 


ment of Israel and the loss of 
Palestine, Arabs- are still calling for 
jihad.” the mass-circulation Akkbar 
el-Yom commented. 

“But the call has resulted in Israel 
seizing more Arab lands year after 
year and war after war, up until the 
June (1967) war in which we lost 
Egyptian, Syrian and Jordanian ter- 
ritories,” the paper 'added. 

The paper praised President 
Anwar Sadat’s peace' policy with 
Israel which resulted in a treaty 
stipulating full Israeli withdrawal 
from Sinai by April next year. 

“All that the summit did was to 
renew the call of jihad that Crown 
Prince Fahd of Saudi Arabia made 
in August last year," Al-Gomhuria 
said. *

Haifa schoolgirl among suspects held on drug charges 


HAIFA (Itim). — A 17-year-old 
Haifa schoolgirl was among five 
drug-peddling suspects remanded 
into custody here on Friday. 

The girl, whose name was not 
released, was arrested along tfilh 
Amnon Ren-Simon, 21, of Kiryat 
Bialik: Eran Poiak. 22, of Kibbutz 
Eilon; Yuval Surkis, 20, a soldier 
doing his national service;' and 
Marie Toledano, 20, of Kfar Sava. 

A police undercover agent posing 
as a drug-user Iasi week concluded 
three deals .with the suspects for 
hashish valued at IS2.500. the police 
representative told the magistrate’s 
court here. 


The police drug squad prepared 
an ambush last Thursday and 
detained Ben-Simon, Poiak and the 
unnamed schoolgirl. Surkis was ar- 
rested later in the day on informa- 
tion obtained in the investigation, 
allegedly in possession of IS800 in 
marked notes. Toledano, who was 
present in his flat at the time, was 

also arrested. 

The first four suspects were 
remanded into custody for seven 
days, while Toledano was released 
on IS800 bail. Police appealed 
against her release, however, and 
the district court here ordered her 
held until today. 


In another case, in the Ashkelon 
Magistrate's Court, two women ar- 
rested. at the Nahal Oz checkpost 
last week allegedly in possession of 
four “soles” of hashish, were sent 
back into custody for 10 days each. 

Sylvia Vaknln, 28, and Yalta 
Weizman, 21. were stopped in a taxi 
headed for Gaza. A search revealed 
the hashish. 

Replying to a question from Lhe 
judge, Vaknin claimed that 
Weizman had found the hashish 
while “looking for fish on the 
beach.** 

A number of other drug suspects 
were also remanded by the court. 


One of them, Mordechai Biton, 23, 
of Kiryat Malachi, was ordered held 
for seven days on suspicion of being 
in possession of hashish. Two 
others, Rahamim Cohen, 31. also of 
Kiryat Malachi, and Yehuda Ben- 
Ami, 28, of Gedera — who, police 
. told the court, were also wanted as 
fugitives from justice — were 
remanded for 14 days. A fourth 
suspect. Prosper Levi, 26. of Tel 
Aviv, was remanded for nine days. 

The latter three were arrested 
after they allegedly threw a package 
of hashish out of the window of 
their car during a police chase on 
Thursday night. 


Carter aide reveals PLO-hostages offer 


ATLANTA (AP). — Former. U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter rejected a 
“very enticing” proposal that might 
have freed the -American hostages 
shortly after they were taken cap- 
tive but also would have meant de 
facto recognition of the 1 PLO, 
former White House- counsel 
Robert Lipschutz said last week. 

Lipschutz said in an interview 
with AP that, at the' suggestion of 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky, he and New York attorney 
Leon Cbamey^ flew to .Vienna ana 
? heard » plan doi ask. the PLO puBb'e- 
intercede on behalf of the 
hostages. But, the U.S • rejected the 
idea after, sounding out the Israeli 
government. - 

Lipschutz said Carter never made 
public bis rejection of the proposed 
“Austrian connection,” even 
though it might have boosted his re- 
election campaign, because he did 
not want that decision to further en- 
danger the hostages. 

He related that Kreisky had told 
them “that if anyone in the world 


could persuade Khomeini to. release 
the American hostages, that person 
was Yasser Arafat, leader of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
and that the United States should 
do business with Arafat.” 
“Kreisky stated that he wanted 
our government to take a 
‘demonstrable action' openly and 
directly with the PLO which would 
be de facto recognition of the PLO. 
even though he tried to assure, ns 
that this was not a quid-pro-quo to 
get Arafat's.activeintervent/oo tpth 
Khomeini In the hostage s^uadon," 

Lipschutz said. ’’ * 

But when? Charney related the 
Austrian PLO proposition to then 
defence minister Ezer Weizman, he

10 years for Soviet spy from Bir Zeit 


A Jerusalem court has convicted 
a West Bank surgeon of spying for 
the Soviet Union and sentenced him 
to 10 years in jail, Israel radio said 
yesterday. ; 

The man. Dr. Johar Sayej, 32, of 
Bir Zeit. north of Ramallah, was ac- 
cused of supplying information on 
Israel and .the administered 
territories to officials. inthe Soviet 
Embassy in Amman. 

Israeli agents detained him on 
October 14 as he was attempting to 
cross the Allenby Bridge to Jordan 
for one of his periodic contacts with 
his superiors, the radio- quoted 
military sources as saying. 

Sayej, a surgeon at Augusta Vic- 


toria Hospital on Mount Scopus in 
Jerusalem, was recruited by the 
KGB while studying medicine in 
Moscow on a scholarship from the 
UN Relief and Works Agency. 

Initially, he was instructed to spy 
on fellow Palestinian students in 
Moscow. Sayej was ordered to woit 
for the KGB in the West Bank and 
in Israel on returning to his 
hometown in late 1973. 

The Israelis kept him under sur- 
veillance ever since his return from 
specialized study in the Soviet Un- 
ion in 1977 with his Russian wife 
and three of their children. A fourth 
child, a 10-year-old girl, remained in 
Russia to study rhusic.

Anne Frank’s "sexual awakening’ in new book 


AMSTERDAM (AP). — Passages 
describing Anne Frank’s disagree- 
ments with her mother and the 


awakening to her sexual develop- 


ment will be included when 
Dutch War Documentation In- 
stitute publishes in full for the first 
time the diary of the Jewish girl’s 
ordeal id hiding from the Nazis in 
war-time Holland. 


Institute director Harry Paape 
said on Friday that the hard-cover 
book will contain the^ so-called first 
and second versions of Anne's 
diary, and the version edited by her 
father. Otto, who died in Basel. 
Switzerland, last August at age 91. 

Paape said the new book, to be 
published m Dutch in 1982, will in- 
clude sections of the original diary 
omitted by the father in ms editing, 
including the passages about the 


■ disagreements and sexual develop- 
ment. 

- The existence of these passages 
was well-known but the new book 
will make them public for the first 
time, Paape said. 

The institute was left the original 
manuscripts by Otto Frank, the sole 
survivor of the eight Jews living in 
the Amsterdam canal house and 
betrayed on August 4, 1944. 

Anne was sent to Auschwitz and 
from there to Belsen concentration 
camp, where she died on an un- 
recorded day in March 1945, just 
before her 16th birthday. 

Paape said the so-called first ver- 
sion begun by Anne in the summer 
of 1942 had “a rather childish 
character” to it. “But she 
developed very quickly and in the 
first months of 1943 she re-wrote 
what she had done and this. 


together with the remainder of the 
diary, became known as the second 
version,” he said. 

Anne's diary was hidden by fami- 
ly friends and handed over to Otto 
Frank on his return to Amsterdam 
after Lhe war. In compiling the 
edited version, Frank omitted sec- 
tions from both the first and second 
versions, Paape said. 

“The parts omitted include 
negative references to her mother, 
bui these simply reflect normal dis- 
agreements between a growing 
child and parent, complicated by 
the stress they were living under. 
Otto left them out. 

“Anne was also very frank in 
writing down teenage problems of 
her development as a sexual being.' 
It was all quite innocent and nowa- 
days it is normal that everybody 
thinks and talks about these things.”

CAIRO (AP). — five Israeli Arabs, 
lecturers at Tel Aviv and Haifa 
Universities, were told yesterday by 
Egyptian Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak that negotiation methods 
would remain unchanged as long as 
there were no new ideas to push the 
peace talks forward. 

Delegation; head Mohammed

Agency that the vice-president had

linuc. and normalization would go 
on “with no hesitation, based on the 
framework outlined by the Camp 
David accords and other agree- 
ments signed” by Egypt and Israel. 

“The vice-president told us that 
he could see no reason right now to 
change negotiation methods or in- 


clude new elements in the negotia- 
tions as -long as there was no new 
fully developed idea to give the 
talks a push,” the agency quoted 
Watad as saying. 

Watad said Mubarak was the 
“first highly placed Egyptian official 
the delegation had met, and we 
found there was a gread deal of 
agreement on both sides (Egypt and 
Israel) on the principles of the 
peace initiative.” 

Watad and his delegation arrived 
here Iasi Sunday, invited by AI- 
Ahram newspaper’s centre for 
strategic studies to .attend a sym- 
posium on how far the peace in- 
itiative trad come and the meaning 
or the Arab-israelr conflict. 

They are scheduled to return 
home today.

80 firms offering wares 
in Israel Fashion Week

The fashion industiy today tem- 
porarily transfers its headquarters 
to the Tel Aviv Hilton Hotel where 
Israel Fashion Week officially 
opens tomorrow. 

More than 80 manufacturers will 
take over three floors of the hotel, 
transforming guest rooms and suites 
into showrooms for fall and winter 
collections. 

Fashion houses have been 
operating under great pressure this 
season, not only because competi- 
tion is tougher and money is 
scarcer, but because Fashion Week 
is being held a week earlier than 
usual. 

Growing unemployment in 
Europe is reducing spending power. 
Department stores are tightening 
their purse strings and sending 
fewer buyers to Israel. 


Nonetheless, marketing experts 
at the Ministry of Industry, Trade 
and Tourism hope that fashion and 
textile exports will continue to in- 
crease, and say they may rise to 
$600 million this year. 

Exports in 1980 were $325.4m. 


compared to $233m. in 1979. Ger- 
many is Israel's best customer for 
fashion and textiles. Exports to Ger- 
many increased from $72.9m. in 
1979 to $l26.Sm. in 1980. Fashion 
exports to Britain were upgraded 
from S65.lm. to in 1979 to S>79.2m. 
in 1980. 

Hannah Weiss, director fo the 
ready-to-wear and knitwear depart- 
ment at the ministry, notes that the 
fashion industry has been less af- 
fected by economic restrictions 
than other branches of industry. 
Whereas industrial production in 
general decreased by 3.2 per cent 
for lack of demand, fashion and tex- 
tile production increased by 4 per 
cent. 

Although small plants have 
closed due to inability to cope with 
soaring production costs, larger 
firms have expended and have in- 
vested heavily into technologically 
advanced machinery to increase 
production potential.

Drive launched to attract 
British olim to Galilee

CARM1EL. — A drive was 
launched last week to attract more 
British immigrants to Galilee by 
stressing the area’s job oppor- 
tunities for skilled workers. 

At a meeting of the Advisory 
Council of the Israel Office of the 
British, Australian and New 
Zealand Zionist Federations with 
the mayors of Galilee towns and 
kibbutz representatives, it was an- 
nounced that 60 British immigrant 
families had settled in Carmiel dur- 
ing the past few years, 25 in 
Nahariya. and 14 in Ma'alot. 
Tiberias is now also anxious to ab- 
sorb British newcomers, it was 
reported. 

Despite increasing unemploy- 


ment in the countiy. the Galilee 
cities and townships have im- 
mediate job opportunities for skil- 
led and unskilled manpower, with 
an' excellent long-term outlook, ac- 
cording to a survey prepared for the 
Israel Office. 

Frank Beth of Kibbutz Amiad. 
who attended on behalf of the 
Galilee kibbutzim with British set- 
tlers. said they too were looking for 
skilled manpower for their in- 
dustrial plants. 

Eric Lucas, director of the Israel 
Office, noted that the number of im- 
migrants from Britain was rising 
despite the general decline in aliya. 
In 1978. only 800 British immigrants 
had come to Israel, but their 
number had gone up to nearly 1,500 
during each of the following years.

Defendant Minion Levy 
released on bail 


Shimon (Miraon) Levy, who is 
charged with involvement after the 
fact in the Bat Yam double murder, 
was released on Friday on IS 100,000 
bail by order of the High Court of 
Justice. 

Levy, the manager of the Ramada 
Shalom Hotel in Jerusalem, is 
charged with buying pre-dated air- 
line tickets for Tuvia Oshri and 
Rah ami m Aharoni, the two prime 
defendants in the double murder. 

Justice Yitzhak Kahan ordered 
Levy's release on bail, after the re- 
quest was denied by the Tel Aviv 
District Court. 
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members feared that this might 
jeopardize their credibility. 

B ul everyone present appeared to 
agree with Hesourgh that any final 
settlement would have the Israeli 
government provide for the overall 
“administration” of the city and its 
various public services.

The former mayor of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, J. Kenneth Blackwell, went 
further than Hesburgh in endorsing 
Israel’s claim over Jerusalem. 
Blackwell, who is black, visited 
Jerusalem along with other U.S. 
mayors last April. He is currently 
associate vice-president of Xavier 
University in Cincinnati. 

“Access to Jerusalem may belong ' 
to the world," he said in an address 
before the conference. “But the 
care of Jerusalem belongs to 
Israel." 

“Under the sovereignty of Israel 
and strong civic leadership,” 
Blackwell said, “Jerusalem has 
refurbished and reconstructed holy 
places of all faiths, and encouraged 
construction of new health care, 
educational, recreational and 
business facilities — as well as new 
mosques and churches and syn- 
agogues. 

“It has installed modern water, 
drainage, electrical and telephone 
lines. It has enhanced the safety of 
its residents in the face of continu- 
ing terrorist pressure. And it has as- 
sured access of visitors of all faiths 
to the places they judge holy.” 

He referred to Jerusalem's earlier 
custodians as “foster parents,” who 
did not treat their child “decently.”

"It was a direct chal- 
lenge to Mozambique's right to give 
refuge to South African citizens 
per>ceuied by the apartheid 
regime." 

South African military com- 
mander Gen. Constand Viljoen .^aid 
the attack was launched afier the 
government received "irrefutable 
evidence" that Mozambique was a 
springboard for urban guerrilla war- 
fare m South Africa. 

Some of the evidence was 
believed to have come from an al- 
leged Soviet KGB agent. Major 
Aleksei Kozlov, arrested in South 
Africa last year. 

Since Iasi year the ANC has hit 
several vital installations in South 
Africa including a large oil refinery, 
a bank where three guerrillas and 
two hostages were killed and 22 
others wounded, and .several rural 
police stations. 

Viljoen said the raid was a lesson 
to Black African countries. 

"Neighbouring stales must now 
realize once and forever that the 
housing of anti-South African ter- 
rorists contains a danger to their 
own safely and stability.” Viljoen 
said. 

Zimbabwe Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe yesterday 
denounced the raid as "a naked act 
of aggression.” and said it was 
necessary for his own country to 
strengthen us defence forces.

Among the debris in the houses, 
whose occupants appeared to have 
been heavily armed — from the 
amount of spent rounds of AK-47 
assault rifle rounds on the floor — 
were several pairs of handcuffs. The 
Mozambiqucns said they belonged 
to the raiders and speculated that 
the South Africans had gone in ex- 
pecting to take prisoners. 

The raid was the first ever 
launched into Mozambique by the 
South Africans, who have main- 
tained close trade ties with this 
country despite the profound racial 
and political antagonism between 
the two regimes.

Springer lashes 
European 
M.E. policy 

PARIS. — Berlin publisher Axel 
' Springer has charged that European 
governments, including West Ger- 
many's. were failing in their obliga- 
tions towards Israel and going too 
far in "gambling on the Arab 
horse.” 

; In an interview published yester- 
day by the French weekly Figaro 
'Magazine and reported by the 
Springer Foreign News Service. 
Springer said: "Europe is steering a 
hazardous course...it pains me par- 
ticularly when I see my own govern- 
ment following suit; we have an es- 
pecial commitment to Israel." 

Asked about right-wing radical 
terror and anti-Semitic trends in 
Germany, Springer said these 
tendencies were not increasing, 
they were only getting more aggres- 
sive and were beginning to move 
into the criminal sphere. “Nor do 1 
believe that anti-Semitism has in- 
creased in the Federal Republic." 
■He said he was "basically convinced" 
jhat the large majority of my people 
has learned the lesson of history." 

• Springer welcomed U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan's election: 
•“He knows that the U.S.'s capacity 
for leadership is the key to the sur- 
vival of the free world. Reagan is 
determined to confront the Soviet 
empire's claims to world domina- 
tion and he stands firmly by Israel's 
side." 

Six banks ordered to 
ifreeze Iranian assets 

i DALLAS. Texas (AP). — A district 
jeourt judge has ordered six Texas 
;banks to freeze any Iranian assets in 
their possession. 

The order by U.S. District Judge 
Barefoot Sanders on Thursday 
would prevent the return of the 
money to Iran under the terms of an 
agreement reached by former presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter with the Iranian 
government for release of the 
nosLages. The agreement calls for 
the return of approximately $12 bil- 
■ lion in Iranian assets now in the 
U.S. 

Sanders issued the temporary 
order at the request of Dresser In- 
dustries Inc., a Dallas-based com- 

f iany that sued the six banks, asking 
or a writ of garnishment (a notice 
served to legally seize money 
belonging to debtor) to freeze any 
Iranian funds for eventual payment 
of the debts. 

Dresser sued Iran and the 
National Iranian Oil Co. last 
November for SI 7.3m. in debts.

Survivor of ship disaster 
raises suspicion of sabotage 


JAKARTA (Reuter). — An Indone- 
sian reporter who survived last 
week's JaVa Sea ferry disaster said 
yesterday that the ship's captain 
believed sabotage was involved. 

Syafri KaJiluddin of the national 
news agency Antara. whose wife 
and three children have been miss- 
ing since the ferry Tampomas H 
sank on Tuesday, said that the cap- 
tain spoke of sabotage when asked 
on board about a fire which 
preceded the sinking. 

More than 500 people are of- 
ficially estimated to have died in the 
disaster. The ship was carrying 
1,184 passengers and crew. 

Antara reported that a freighter 
picked up 12 people yesterday from 
a lifeboat drifting in the vicinity of 
the sinking, 800 kilometres 
northeast of Jakarta, in all, some 
680 people have been rescued and 
the search for further survivors was 
due to end last night. 

Syafri said in an interview with 
the agency: "The skipper. Captain 
Rifai (who is among the missing), 
distinctly said, ‘There has been 
sabotage.'" 

“I was surprised that there was no 
activity among the crew to help the 
passengers. There was not even a 
united authority. "There were some 
fire extinguishers that should have 
gone off automatically... but they 
did not work," Syafri said.

Zimbabwe to 
Britain: Make 
aid a gift 

SALISBURY (AP). - Zimbabwe 
Finance Minister Enos Nkala 
declared in parliament on Friday 
that the nine-month-ofd black 
socialist government would reject a 
British aid package of £75 million 
(Sl79m.) unless it is converted to an 
outright gift. 

Nkala told cheering black 
legislators that he laid down an 
ultimatum to British High Commis- 
sioner Robin ByaU: "I insisted that 
you (Britain) either take ali of it 
back to Britain or you give us all of 
it." 

Britain pledged the £75m. in aid 
afier 1979 talks in London set the 
country — known as Rhodesia dur- 
ing 90 years of British colonial rule 
— on the road to independence 
through British-supervised elec- 
tions. An outright grant of £47m. 
was specified, with the balance as a 
loan, repayable on easy terms over 
an unspecified period. 

According to a British diplomatic 
source quoted by a Zimbabwe news 
agency. £20m. of the aid package 
was intended Lo help Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe buy unused white- 
owned land, and was to be matched 
by a similar amount from the 
Salisbury government. 

Nkala said his government might 
not be able to meet its con- 
stitutional obligations in compen- 
sating the 5,700 white farmers for 
land nationaliz ed by the state. 

‘Propaganda’ bombs 
drop on Guatemala 

GUATEMALA CITY (UPl). — 
Leftists on Friday exploded a series 
of loud “propaganda” bombs across 
Guatemala City to commemorate 
the first anniversary of a police as- 
sault on the capital's Spanish em- 
bassy that killed 34 people. 

Leftist groups fighting the 
government of President Romeo 
Lucas Clarcia, an army general, set 
off a string of loud but relatively 
harmless bombs that rained leftist 
literature on the capital's streets. 

The bonthings marked the an- 
niversary of a January ’1980 police 
attack on the embassy lo expel a 
group of poor peasants and leftist 
students protesting alleged govern- 
ment repression, the pamphlets 
said. 


NY holds heroes 
parade for hostages 

NEW YORK (AP). — A group of 
freed hostages rode in a ticker-tape 
parade through Manhattan on Fri- 
day, in a triumphant procession LhuL 
recalled the.rcmrn of Charles 
Lindbergh and the end of World 
War 11. 

Leading the procession in a 1952 
Chrysler convertible, their fists 
raised in victory salutes, were 
released hostage Moorhead Ken- 
nedy Jr., a former New Yorker, and 
Mayor Edward Koch. Members of 
the stale's congressional delegation 
and stale legislators marched in file. 

Bands played rousing patriotic 
music as the city officials and their 
guests ploughed through the tons of 
waste paper wafting down from 
Lower Manhattan- skyscrapers, 
enough ticker tape to stretch to 
Boston and back. 

The yellow tape began streaming 
from the buildings even before the 
parade began, with a brisk breeze 
blowing it into trees in Battery Park, 
festooning the branches with yel- 
low. 

Hundreds of thousands of people 
jammed the parade route and City 
Hall Plaza. A fire boat in the har- 
bour, between Battery Park in 
Lower Manhattan and the Statue of 
Liberty, shot red, white and blue 
water high into the air.

W. Berlin police, 
youths in heavy 
street fighting 

BERLIN (UPl). — Police and 
youths in West Berlin again fought 
pitched street battles into the early 
hours yesterday after police cleared 
a squatters' commune in the 
Tiergarten district of the city, 
authorities said. 

Police said youths rampaging 
through the streets damaged at least 
40 banks, shops or offices, smashing 
windows and doors. No injuries 
were reported. 

It was the second straight night of 
fighting between police and youths 
either squatting or supporting 
squatters who have occupied some 
40 houses in West Berlin in protest 
against the city's lack of cheap 
housing. 

The Tiergarten riots began late 
Friday, the police said. Four arrests 
were made. 

Earlier Friday evening, police 
made 23 arrests on charges of dis- 
turbing the peace when youths tried 
to occupy a house near the 
courthouse in Moabit in the 
British sector of West Berlin. - 

The courthouse was the scene of 
pitched battles Thursday night and 
early Friday after the court 
sentenced a . youth involved in 
squatters' riots in December to 14 
months in ail. 

In December the fighting spread 
throughout the city, causing an es- 
timated S500 million in damage, 
police said. 


Basque guerrillas 
hit nuclear plants 

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain (UPl). — 
Basque guerrillas blew up two 
power relay stations in the province 
of Guipuzcoa yesterday in the latest 
attacks against construction of a 
nuclear power plant near Bilbao, 
police said. 

A caller told a local newspaper 
the Marxist Basque guerrilla group 
ETA (Basque Land and Liberty) 
was responsible for bombing tne 
station being built by the Iberduero 
firm at Oyarzun. The blast left a 
large industrial zone without 
electricity. 

Police said they suspected ETA 
also blew up the station at Vfl- 
labona. 

ETA and Basque leftists also say 
the nuclear plant Iberduero is 
building at Lemon iz is too close to 
Bilbao and potentially dangerous 
for its inhabitants. 

ETA guerrillas Thursday kidnap- 
ped Jose Maria Ryan, the chief 
engineer at Lemoniz, and have 
threatened to kin him if Iberduero 
does not start to demolish the 
Lemoniz plant by next Thursday. 


Arrests, arms seizures 
after Istanbul slayings 

ANKARA (UPl). - Turkish 
security forces yesterday arrested 
39 alleged leftists, including two 
girls, in connection with eight kill- 
ings in Tstanbul. 

An official spokesman said.that in 
the swoops on various locations in 
Istanbul, security forces also found 
a Soviet-made Kalashnikov 
automatic rifle, 24 automatic 
pistols, nearly 500 rounds of am- 
munition. 31 dynamite charges and 
documents detailing terrorist ac- 
tivities. 


Armed Cubans in uniform 
sighted in Afghanistan 


ISLAMABAD. Pakistan (AP). — 
Reports persist, despite official 
denials from Havana, that a con- 
tingent of armed, uniformed 
Cubans is in Afghanistan. 

A reliable western diplomatic 
source in Kabul this week quoted a 
resident of Kandahar, a 
southwestern city which is ths 
capital of a province of the same 
name, as saying that some 60 Cuban 
troops have been seen there. 

On January 18, eight of the 
Cubans were shot in the main Kan- 
dahar bazaar by unidentified 
persons believed to be Afghan 
resistance fighters and later died 


from their wounds, the resident 
reported. 

But there was no - independent 
confirmation of the incident. 

The Cuban regime of President 
Fidel Castro, which earlier at- 
tempted to play a mediatory’ role 
between Afghanistan and Pakistan, 
has repeatedly denied 1 it has sent 
troops to help crush the Afghan in- 
surgency. 

Meanwhile, Afghan families 
streaming into Kabul to escape 
renewed fighting have confirmed 
heavy clashes and the levelling of 
houses north of the Afghan capital, 
a western diplomatic source said on 
Friday. 


El Salvador jets hit rebels 


SAN SALVADOR (UPl). — 
Government jets pounded rebel 
positions with incendiary bombs 
and troops battled leftist guerrillas 
for control of a town in northeastern 
El Salvador last week. 

Cinquera.70 kilometres northeast 
of San Salvador, was the scene of 
heavy fighting as government troops 
battled for the second day running 
on Friday with leftist guerrillas from 
the Farabundo Marti National 
Liberation Front, the Defence ! 
Ministry said. 

Israeli-built planes caqpeted guer- 
rilla positions with incendiary 
bombs in an effort to wipe out rebel 
resistance in and around the town in 
the mountainous province of 
Cabanas. The extent of the 
casualties was not immediately 
known. 

In San Salvador itself, 11 people 
were killed on Friday in three 
firefights that erupted between 
guerrillas and security forces just 
before the start of a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew. 

Troops shot to death seven more 
people Thursday night for violating 
the curfew, imposed earlier this 
month after leftist guerrillas 
launched an all-out offensive to 


overthrow the U.S.-backed junta. 

In Conchagua. 230 kms. east of 
San Salvador, guerrillas attacked 
the town's municipal offices and set 
them ablaze after ransacking the 
building. 

Diplomatic sources here 
speculated on Friday that rightists 
had planted the bomb that exploded 
outside the Nicaraguan embassy in 
San Salvador — but none of the 
.right isL srje£ti% groups^ struggling 
-for. power claimexl. resppnsjbipw,.. 

" Witnesses said the' powerful 
bomb on. Thursday evening 
destroyed a private home adjacent 
lo the mission, started a fire in the 
residence’s garage and blew out the 
front of the embassy. At least one 
person in the home and a guard in 
the embassy were hospitalized, 
police said. Three other people in 
the area were hurt. 

In West Germany, anti-American 
rioters protesting the “terror of the 
military regime" in El Salvador and 
demanding "Americans get out of 
El Salvador" swept through 
Frankfurt's town centre on Satur- 
day, smashing the fronts of 
American and German businesses 
and throwing firecrackers. 

Police had no immediate estimate 
of the damage caused. (AP, UPl) ; 


Owen bows out as Labour candidate 


LONDON (AP). — Former foreign 
secretary David Owen has an- 
nounced that he will not seek re- 
election to Parliament as a Labour 
Party candidate, a development 
seen as a further sLep towards the 
formation of a new party by disaf- 
fected Labourites. 

“As of today. I cannot see the 
Labour Party being capable of 
developing between now and the 
next election a programme for a 
Labour government which would be 
in the best interests of the party,” he 
told supporters in Plymouth. 

"With sadness I must tell you to- 
day, openly and honestly as we have 
always dealt with each other, that I 
will not be standing for that re- 
election," Owen said. . 

Owen, one of four Labour Party 
members who have formed a new 


Council for Social Democracy, did 
not say whether he would campaign 
for Parliament as a member of a 
new party, expected to be formed 
before the next elections. 

The rift between Owen's right- 
wing group and the left-wingers of 
the party _ deepened at a special 
Labour Party conference last 
weekend, when mainly left-wing un- 
ion chiefs were given a 
preponderant say in selecting the 
party’s leadership. 

A split of the Labour ranks and 
the formation of a new party would 
represent the biggest shakeup in 
British politics since Labour 
emerged as one of the two major 
parties. 60 years ago.

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Iraq tightens grip on Kurds

BEIRUT. — A'pqwerful Syrian 
security forc^jbegjfo -.a new six- 
month mandate in.i_ebanon last 
week amid, growing uncertainty 
about its role and iti future. 

The A rabf League council ex- 
tended the mandate of the force, es- 
timated ai^ 22,000-strong, at a 
meeting, ifr Tunis.' but there were 
clear signs that h may have been for 
the last time. 

Meanwhile. Syrian leaders ’ in- 
dicated that they intend -to keep 
their troops in Lebanon- — 
regardless of the Arab League. 

Arab diplomatic sources said this 
policy marked an important depar- 
ture from the original concept of 
the Syrian force as a purely interna] 
peacekeeping army. _ 

The Syrians moved into Lebanon 
in November, 1976, as the back- 
bone Of a multi-national Arab 
Deterrent Force (ADF) set up by 
the Arab League to end the 
Lebanese civil war and to support 
peace efforts. 

The force included -small con- 
tingents from four other states,, but 
one by one they withdrew, leaving 
only the Syrians. 

At first they were welcomed by 
Lebanon's powerful Christian, par- 
ties as allies in their struggle against 
Palestinians and Lebanese leftist 
militias. 

But a shift in regional alliances 
and mutual suspicion brought the 
Syrians and the Christians into 
sharp conflict, and led to a series of 
major but inconclusive battles in 
Christian areas of Lebanon. 

The Christian parties now regard 
the ADF as an army of occupation, 
and have been calling for its 
replacement by United Nations 
' soldiers — or its expulsion by force. 

The Beirut government argues 
that its army, which split into rival 
factions during the civ3 war, is not ■ 
yet strong enough to enforce state 
authority and that the ADF remains 
an indispensable part of the internal 
security forces. 

Former Prime Minister Selim al- 
Hoss pointedly reminded the Chris- 
tians last month that the Syrians bad 
come at their request, and accused 
them of undermining efforts to 
rebuild the Lebanese army. 

The issue evidently divided the 
Arab League council, which

explanation was given, but the Iraqi 
News Agency (IN A) reported reser- 
vations about the extension - from 
seven member stales.

RaufaHKasm. in_an interview with 
a Leb&nese newspaper, -said: !“If 
Lebanon's legitimate authorities ask 
us to withdraw, then we -would — 
but not to.place oar head under the 
Israeli knife. Therefore, we shall re- 
main in Lebanon if our withdrawal 
would lead .to Israeli expansion.” 

Syrian Defence Minister Mustafa 
TIass said last month that his 
government's policy, of confronting 
Israel in Lebanon was 'established 
and firm, ’ . and Foreign Minister 
Abdul-Halim Khaddam was quoted 
assaying the outcome of the council 
meeting was immaterial to 
Damascus. 

The Syrian statements came 
shortly after ADF units dashed for 
the first time with Israeli-backed 
Lebanese militia forces in the 
southern border region, in the after- 
math, of a dogfight in which two 
Syrian Migs were shot down ov.er 
the area by Israeli planes. 

Despite the threat of further 
Syrian military activities, Arab j 
diplomatic sources . here believe _ 
there is little prospect of the Beirut* 
government requesting an ADF 
withdrawal in the near future. 

The sources said such a move 
. would - dangerously weaken the 
remaining vestiges of state 
authority, and would leave the 
government powerless to prevent a 
-resumption of civil warfare. 

They added that Syria supported 
the election of Lebanese President 
Elias Sarkis in 1976, and is in a posi- 
tion to exert 'strong influence on his 
cabinet's policies. . .. 

A ray of hope for resolving the is- 
sue emerged on the same day the 
ADF mandate was extended, when 
the Lebanese parliament approved 
' a bill For applying a new army law. 

- The legislation, coupled with 
another bill, promoting more than 
100 officers, is aimed at ensuring a 
Moslem-Christian balance in the 
military. 

' The Middle East reporter, an. in- 
dependent Lebanese news digest, 
described the move as a major step 
towards rebuilding the army, which 
-it sm'd .was^crociay^ Tcum the 
country "and ' replacing the Syrian 
^deterrent force. 

' In an address to the Islamic sum- 
mit conference held in Taif, Saudi 
Arabia, last week. President Sarkis 
warned that his country’s efforts 
toward regaining its sovereignty 
might be tmdermined rather by the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
and its terrorist factions. He said 
that unless the PLO activities were 
contained, Lebanon may still turn 
into a detonator that would set off 
an explosion not only involving that 
country and neighbouring Syria but 
“the entire region." (Reuter) : 


Sudanese predict 
new Libyan push

LONDON. — Following Libya's 
advance into Chad, Colonel Gad- 
dafi is now planning a major push 
against neighbouring Sudan, ac- 
cording to a prominent Sudanese 
opposition leader, Sharif al-Hindi. 

The long history of antagonism 
between Libya and Sudan has been 
aggravated by Sudan's giving 
asylum to the defeated Chad leader, 
Hissene Habr6, who is now 
regrouping there. 

Sharif al-Hindi, who is backed 
and partly financed by Libya, claims 
that, encouraged by Gaddafi’s suc- 
cess in Chad, the Sudanese opposi- 
tion is redoubling its efforts to bring 
down President Jaafar Numciry’s 
12-year-old regime in Khartoum, 
now looking increasngly . fragile. 
The opposition leader, who was in- 
London last week, expects an inter- 
nal uprising, supported from out- 
side, within tiie coming weeks. 

Libya and Sudan, already waging 
a fierce media war, are both rushing 
troops and equipment to the Chad- 
S ud an frontier. Egypt, which has a 
defence treaty with Sudan and a 
hearty dislike of Gaddafi, is com- 
mitting troops to the Sudanese 
build-up and has warned Libya not 
to meddle in an are* so vital to 
Egypt's own security. 

President Sadar sees Gaddafi as 
an instrument in a Soviet plan to en- 
circle Egypt. But, Gaddafi shows no 
signs of being intimidated. 

Al-Hindi, chairman of Sudan's 
banned Democratic Unionist Party 
which brought the country to in- 
dependence in 1956, is a veteran 
politician of strong pan-Arab senti- 
ment. He has dose links with Iraq's 
ruling Baaih Party, which, along 
with Libya, partly finances him. 

Al-Hindi believes that far from 
shoring up Numeiiy, Egyptian 
troops in the Sudan would only be a 
further factor of destabilization. 

He disputes Sadat's charge that 
the Soviet Union is master-minding 
Gaddafi's activities, but he believes 
Moscow would protect its Libyan 
protege from any Egyptian or odaer 
u.ssaull. 

Gaddafi is one of Moscow's best 
cash customers for arms, not only 
fur hk own forces, but also for those 


of Syria, South Yemen and some ir- 
regular armies, including Palesti- 
nian organizations and the 
Sudanese opposition, which is said 
to have mustered several thousand 
armed men on Sudan's western and 
eastern borders. Gaddafi, 
moreover, provides the Soviet fleet 
with- naval facilities on Libya’s long 
Mediterranean coastline that the 
Russians would hate to lose. 

- Apart from Egypt, Gaddafi’s 
most dangerous opponent in Africa 
is France, which has reinforced 
many of its garrisons in those Fran- 
cophone countries which now feel 
the shock-wave from the successful 
Libyan intervention in Chad. Last 
week; Paris sent a military mission 
to Sudan and in Europe asked Italy 
and West Germany to postpone 
state visits which Gaddafi was plan- 
ning to make in the first half of this 
year. 

. But, most observers think that, 
with President Giscard d'Estaing 
already under heavy attack at home 
for the failures of his African policy, 
bolder actioo by France to contain 
Libya is unlikely in the run-up to the 
French presidential .elections this 
spring. 

if the al-Hindi is right, Sudan is in 
no shape to stand against a strike by 
the intrepid Gaddafi. He paints a 
sorry picture of near economic col- 
lapse, widespread hunger and shor- 
tages, a virtual absence of foreign 
exchange, and a' brain-drain of 
catastrophic proportions to the 
Arab oil-producing countries. 

Most significantly, he claims that 
the Sudanese army, hitherto 
Numciry's principal support, is 
breaking up along regional, sec- 
tarian and political lines. Southern 
and western Sudan have recently 
seen a rash of small uprisings. Local 
troops and police,' seemingly reluc- 
tant to intervene, have sometimes 
joined in these expressions, of pop- 
ular discontent. 

Al-Hindi’s hope is that President 
Numeiry will heed his call for free 
elections under United Nations or 
Arab League supervison to head off 
what he sees as the grave risk of 
Sudan sinking into chaos, violence 
and civil war. (Los>

IRAQ IS maintaining a tight 
security grip on its rugged northern 
provinces where Kurdish guerrillas 
form a potential fifth column in the 
war with Iran. 

Western diplomatic sources in 
Baghdad say Iraq still has two of its 
12 army divisions on security duty in 
the Kurdish sector, despite the de- 
mands of the Gulf war. now in its 
fifth month. 

in the early ]970s Kurdish guer- 
rillas mounted a full-scale rebellion 
against the government in Baghdad 
and Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein said last month 6.0,000 people 
h8d been killed Or wounded in the 
uprising, including 16,000 regular 
troops. 

Now the Iraqi government is 
determined to keep a tight clamp on 
the fertile mountainous region, 

. amid indications of simmering un- 
rest in the historically unsettled 
area. 

The main road between the 
northern oil centre of Kirkuk and 
the Kurdish university town of 
Suiayamaniyah is lined with crudely 
built hilltop forts manned by army 
regulars. 

Every few hundred metres, - 
soldiers on security patrol keep 
watch and armoured cars also guard 
some areas. Three security 
checkpoints stop cars and buses 
along the 130 km. route. 

At least three permanent military 
barracks have been built outside 
Suiayamaniyah and diplomatic 
sources say the pattern is repeated 
throughout the Kurdish sector 
which stretches 260km. to the 
northwest to the big industrial town 


of Mosul. 

in spite of the heavy security, Ira- 
qi military sources say the Ktrkuk- 
Sulayamaniyah highway is 
dangerous at nighL Foreign workers 
said they had heard sporadic small 
arms and rifle fire in Suiayamaniyah 
after dark. 

Western reporters taken to the 
northern battle front against Iran in 
the snow-capped Kurdistan moun- 
tains were accompanied by a 
military escort of 10 soldiers armed 
with Soviet-made Kalashnikov rifles 
and rocket-propelled grenades 
(RPG’s) between Sulaymaniyah and 
a forward base. 

An army officer said the road was 
“not safe" but did not elaborate. 

But there was no indication that 
guerrilla activity had reached the 
level claimed by some Kurdish dissi- 
dents abroad. 

At the beginning of the war the 
Kurdistan Democratic Party (KDP) 
announced in London it had 
launched an offensive against army 
positions in northern Iraq. 

But the Iraqi government dismis- 
sed the claim saying that northern 
Iraq was quiet* and that “the so- 
called subversive activities reported 
in some quarters are no more than 
isolated individual acts - hardly 
worthy of mention." ■ 

The Kurdish problem is intimate- 
ly bound up with the root of the 
Gulf war and both Iran and Iraq 
have attempted to harness Kurdish 
discontent since the conflict started 
last September. 

Kurdish guerrillas in Iran are 
fighting their own battle against the 
Teheran government for greater 
autonomy and Western reporters 


saw several dozen of the well-armed 
warriors in two Iranian mountain 
villages now occupied by Iraqi 
forces. 

The guerrillas, wearing their 
traditional baggy trousers, had Loth 
Soviet Kalashnikov and U.S. M-I6 
rifles. 

Several were swathed in cartridge 
belts and carried Iranian-made 
grenades in leather holders and 
pistols thrust through their cummer- 
bunds. 

The Kurdissh people, estimated to 
number about 12 million, live in a 
rugged mountain region spanning 
north Iraq, northern Iran and part 
of Syria and Turkey. 

Iraq's 2.5 million Kurds are split 
into various factions, some aligned 
with the central government. 

The non-Arab Kurds on either 
side of the Iran-Iraq frontier have 
pursued their struggle separately, 
sometimes getting caught up in the 
implacable rivalry between the t' o 
warring neighbours. 

Iranian support under the late 
Shah for the rebellion against 
Baghdad by Iraqi Kurds in the early 
70s is one of the underlying factors 
in the Gulf conflict. 

The revolt forced the Iraqi 
government into signing the 1975 
Algiers treaty with Iran. Iraq un- 
ilaterally abrogated the accord just 
before the war started last 
September 22. 

Under the accord. Iran agreed to 
abandon support for the Iraqi Kurds 
in return for a new border agree- 
ment between the states. 

Now Iraq is fighting to recover 
what it calls “usurped” border ter- 
ritory.

The Iraqi government has 
adopted a “carrot and stick” ap- 
proach towards Kurdish unrest. 
While ruthlessly resettling Kurds 
from mountain villages in easier-to- 
control low-lying areas it has also 
granted them a measure of 
autonomy and boosted government 
spending in the region. 

The latest Arab leader to get in- 


volved in the hornets nest of Kur- 
distan politics was Libya's leader. 
Colonel Muamraar Gaddafi. 

Championing their demands for 
independence, he said in December 
he wanted to see them with their 
own state, “allied to the Arab 
countries, Iran and Turkey."

Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Putt announced 
that he would suggest a capital gains 
tax on share trading profits. But last 
Saturday night, newly-appointed 
Finance Minister Yoram Aridor 
declared that the government had 
no intention “now or ever" of im- 
posing such a tax. Investors ac- 
cepted Aridor's assurances, and the 
week began with a sharp rally which 
peaked on Tuesday. In real terms, 
share prices approached the high 
peaks that were reached in 1964 and

The two subsequent sessions of 
selling reflected investors' ner- 
vousness.

Brokers post 
top earnings 


NEW YORK (AP). — In the mixed 
bug of good and not-so-good 1980 
earnings reports making the rounds 
of Wall Street these days, some of 
the most impressive showings are 
being posted by the brokers 
themselves. 

Merrill Lynch, the street’s biggest 
firm, chalked up earnings of S203.3 
million for the year, up 71 per cent 
from 1979. Another large broker, 
E.F. Hutton, reported profits of 
S82.6m.. more than doubling the 
number on its bottom line for 1979. 

Such record results came as no 
surprise to anyone who followed the 
securities industry's progress 
through 1980, which by almost any 
measure was its best year ever. 
Trading volume on the New York 
Stock Exchange surpsassed the 
pace of 1979. which itself had set 
records, by nearly 40 per cent. The 
shares of publicly-owned brokerage 
firms responded accordingly. Stan- 
dard and Poor's index of eight 
brokers' stocks climbed 105 per 
cent during the year, while Standard 
and Poor’s 500-stock composite in- 
dex gained a little more than 23 per 
cent. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 in- 
dustrials, up 7.08 at 947.27 last 
week, was down 16.72 for the 
month. The NYSE's composite in- 
dex, off .55 at 74.27 on the week, 
showed a January loss of 3.59 
points. At the American Stock Ex- 
change, the market value index 
stands at 345.03, up 3.67 last week 
but down 3.96 for January. 

NYSE volume continues to set an 
active pace, however, totalling 
955.53 million shares in the trading 
month that ended on Friday. 

Partly for that reason, sojne 
analysts who follow the industry re- 
main high on its prospects for 1981. 
The value line investment survey 
ranks the broker stocks No. 1 out of 
the 92 industry groups it follows for 
potential performance in the year 
ahead.

Between them, Perkis and 
Rosenberg also played a total of 
four matches against two Chinese 
newcomers on the circuit, making a 
rare sporting encounter between 
mainland China and Israel. The 
Chinese turned out to be very 
talented ail-court performers, com- 
ing out on top in three of the four 
meetings as Perkis registered 
Israel's only success. 

The Chinese players' many other 
successes in the series included win- 
ning the team championship in 
Venezuela, where the U.S. finished 
second and Israel joint-third with 
Czechoslovakia. Perkis and 
Rosenberg — who both begin their 
military service today — said that 
relations with the Chinese teams 
were “quite friendly” in spite of 
language difficulties. * 

Another nine younger Israeli ten- 
nis players competed with much 
success in the U.S. and Caribbean 
during the past two months. Out- 
standing was Menasbe Tsur, who 
gained the boys' under- 14 singles ti- 
tle at the big Rolex International 
Junior championships in Port 
Washington, New York, early in 
January.

Polish player 
tops Connors 
in U.S. tourney 

PHILADELPHIA (AP). - Wojtek 
Fibnk, a national Polish sports hero, 
scored the biggest upset ' of his 
career on Friday night when he up- 
set Jimmy Connors, the world's 
third-ranking tennis player, 7-6, 0-6. 
6-2 to advance to the semifinal 
round of the U.S. Pro Indoor Tennis 
Championships. 

The 2S-year-old Fibak, who had 
not beaten Connors in nine previous 
matches, won his first set from the 
American star in their last 17 when 
he took the opening tie-breaker. 

Fibak, who last year earned 
S368.073 on the pro tennis circuit, 
finished his career masterpiece by 
winning the last six points of the 
final game in the best-of-three sets 
quarterfinal match. 

Fibak polished ofT Connors with a 
love game as the U.S. star made 
four consecutive errors, outing 
three backhands and one forehand. 

Earlier, veteran Rosco Tanner 
used his bullet-like service to oust 
Pascal Portes of France, 7-5. 4-6, 6- 
3 to also advance into Saturday's 
round of four. 

Still another quarterfinal victor 
was 17-year-old Thieiry Tulasne of 
France, who easily triumphed over 
American John Sadri by 7-6, 6-3.

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Labour’s leadership test 

PART TWO of the Labour Party convention, which opens in Tel 
Aviv this morninc. is ostensibly, to be devoted to social and economic 
issues. But a good deal of the delegates' energies is likely to be 
taken up with behind-the-scenes horse-trading out or which a new- 
central committee will eventually emerge. 

This is the seamier side of political life, and the fact that it still goes 
on in the Labour Puny detracts to some extent from that party's 
much-vaunted pretensions to direct, grass-roots democracy. A 
significant segment of the new central committee — though admit- 
tedly a minority — will still be put together in smoke-filled rooms, 
rather than elected by the wider membership in the branches. 

The smoke-filled rooms at the convention, then, will be the first 
testing-ground of Shimon Peres' leadership and authority since his 
handsome victory in the battle for the chairmanship at the conven- 
tion's first session in December. His purpose must be to strengthen 
his own standing, and at the same time to strengthen party unity. This 
is no easy challenge, but it is one that engages Mr. Peres’ particular 
talents as a politician and a mediator between men. 

A mere ''photographing - ' of the 70-30 Peres-Rabin result, and its 
application in the construction of the new central committee, would 
be an ominous sign of weakness in the party leader. It would mean 
that, for all his relative success in the leadership tussle, he is still in 
the thrall of a rival minority. It would not bode well for his tenure as 
prime minister, when firmness and determination will be vital. 

Similarly. Peres as party leader must see to it that other, more 
esoteric power struggles within his party are firmly contained and 
controlled, before they do more damage. The effects of the Peres- 
Rabin rift on the broader electorate are not yet fully clear; but even if 
Labour has managed to come through that trauma unscathed, it can- 
not present the public with a spectacle of yet more squabbling and 
hope to go to the polls unpunished. "Yahdav" against “Beit Berl,'* 
Speiser against Baram, these divisions are entirely meaningless to 
most people and are seen — probably rightly so — as purely personal 
backstabbing and grasping for power. 

If Peres and his party can pass the test of cohesion in their internal 
affairs they will be able the better to face the true test of credibility, 
of fitness to govern, which this convention, on these issues, at this 
time, inevitably spotlights. 

Economics will very likely be the main election issue 3nd Labour, 
as the pretender to power, must now. with the campaign beginning in 
earnest, present its proposals in the most straightforward and com- 
prehensible terms. The time for high-flown phrase-making is over: 
convention speakers, please lake note. Nor will election demagogy 
wash on a public worn bitter by empty promises of painless panaceas. 

it is not easy to put economic policies, by their nature complex and 
technical, into everyman's lay language. This is especially so when 
some of the measures no doubt being contemplated by Labour 
policymakers would hardly be vote-pullers if unveiled in advance. 
-Nevertheless, that is the task incumbent on the party as it assembles 
in Tel Aviv today and tomorrow. 

The sine qua non for success is that the Labour Party should know 
its own mind in economic matters. Plainjy slated, that means the time 
has come for Labour to make clear-cut decisions — on personalities 
as well as on policies. The two are indivisible. 

No doubt it is jolly good fun to be the national mystery man. 
Probably it is useful for Mr. PereS, too, to have his options open, and 
a mystery man in the wings. But there is a limit, in the present 
economic situation, on how long the question of Labour’s future 
finance minister can remain open. 

if the sole powerhouse of economic policynfaking in a Labour 
government is to be the Histadrut bureaucracy — then let us know it 
now. If. on the other hand, Mr. Peres intends his future finance 
minister to draw on additional resources of manpower, ideas and 
authority — as indeed he must — then now is the moment for him to 
make that clear. 

At any rate, Ya'acov Levinson cannot move straight from the 
wings onto centre stage, as minister of finance. The public has the 
right to gel to know the man and his ideas before entrusting him with 
this crucial national responsibility. 

Today’s convention, if it is to have any significance at all beyond 
the smoke-filled rooms, should serve as the backdrop for Labour to 
announce its economic team, and the key elements of its economic 
policies. 




POSTSCRIPTS 

SYNAGOGUE architect Meir 
Ben-Uri has worked out what he 
believes to have been the “exact 
shape” of the Mishkan, the “por- 
table Temple” which the children of 
Israel carried with them in their 40 
years’ wandering through the 
desert. 

Ben-Uri, 73, who has been study- 
ing the problems of God-given 
building instructions in the Bible for 
over 30 years, tells us he is con- 
vinced that the Mishkan was made 
up of two squares of equal size, sur- 
rounding respectively the Mishkan 
itself and the altar. The size of the 
Mishkan. according to his theory, 
was two-tenths of the width of its 
courtyard and six-tenths of its 
length, bordered by perfectly 
straight lines. 

Ben-Uri has developed what he 
; calls “topological-epigraphy," by 
-which he converts the word of God 
-into measurements for the objects 
Jto be built by His command. 

; To work out the size and shape of 
;the Tabernacle, Ben-Uri said the 
pertinent verses are Exodus, 25: 
.8-9: “And let them make me a sanc- 
tuary. that I may dwell among them. 


According to all that I shew thee 
after the pattern of the tabernacle, 
and the pattern of all the instru- 
ments thereof, even so shall ye 
make it.” The Hebrew version com- 
prises a total of 71 letters, which 
Ben-Uri believes served as the yard- 
stick for Moses, who having been 
brought up in Egypt, would 
"naturally” base his plan on the 
square, as the pyramids had been. 

Each letter, Ben-Uri holds, stands 
for one post of the fence enclosing 
the yard. Taking the distance 
between each post to have been five 
cubits, the sides of the two squares 
would have been 10 cubits each. A 
tarpaulin of some sort would have 
been stretched between the posts to 
make a wall, and the 71st post 
would have been used to close the 
structure. 

Ben-Uri notes that this may well 
have been the "first recorded 
prefabricated building," which 
could easily be taken apart and set 
up again, as the children of Israel 
moved from place to place in the 
desert on their way to the Promised 
Land.

CAN ONE take seriously a report in 
which men like the Baron Guy de 
Rothschild. Edgar Bronfman, of 
Seagram Whiskies, and Ernst 
Japhet, of Bank Leum'u chide me 
and other Israelis of my ilk for sur- 
rendering to rampant materialism? 

Or, a study submitted by a group 
of Jewish magnates, with a light 
sprinkling of academics who repre- 
sent only themselves, and who none- 
theless have the temerity to find 
fault with Israel's unrepresentative 
electoral system? 

I am of course referring to the re- 
cent World Jewish Congress com- 
mission's report, "The Implications 
of Israel-Arab Peace for World 
Jewry,” submitted to the assembly 
of the WJC which convened in 
Jerusalem earlier this month. 

The 1 19-page report, which con- 
stitutes a tour d'horizon of the state 
of affairs in the Jewish world, par- 
ticularly in regard to relations 
between Israel and the diaspora, has 
already managed to get various 
blood systems to the boiling point 
on the pages of The Jerusalem Post 
and a number of other Israeli 
newspapers. 

But should it be taken seriously at 
all? Well, yes and no. 

It is not to be taken seriously on 
at (east two counts. 

First, the basic assumption which 
launched the commission was, and 
continues to be. unfounded. There 
is no "Israel-Arab peace" and the 
likelihood of the attainment of such 
a comprehensive peace in the 
foreseeable future is, to our misfor- 
tune and regret, close to nil As to 
the "partial peace” with Egypt, the 
prospects of which provided the 
original impetus for the study in the 
euphoria of Camp David, the most 
that can be said is that the commis- 
sion's professional staff was honest 
enough to report that its impact on 
the problems of Israel and of world 
Jewry were either a mixed bag, in- 
conclusive or a matter of far-out, 
uncorroborated conjecture. 

SECONDLY, the report as a whole 
is a rather superficial compendium 
of conventional wisdom and

fashionable thinking in regard to the 
questions it deals with. As a tour 
d'horizon it could not be expected 
to be otherwise, especially if one 
keeps in mind the need to come up 
with a report that aims for “a con- 
sensus. rather than a unanimity of 
view among (its) members." 

Given the list of Jewish 
celebrities who made up the com- 
mission, and my assumption that 
they are all busy men and women, I 
would bet that the report is mainly a 
product of Us two staff members, 
Louis Walinsky and Prof. Seev 
Hirsch, with the commission 
members serving as intellectual rub- 
ber stamps. 

Three or four examples should 
suffice. The report finds that “in the 
forefront of a number of important 
(Israeli) socio-economic problems 
interrelated with inflation and with 
one another is that of the strained 
relations - between ...(Ashkenazi) 
Jews and A si an- African.,. Jews." 

What the connection between 
Israel’s ethnic tensions and inflation 
is exactly is not spelled out, but the 
conventional wisdom of having to 
touch base with the “Ashkenazi- 
Sephardi problem" is observed, 
although the peg h is hung on is 
painfully artificial. 

In buying the contention of the 
Lahis report (another example of 
superficial gossip passing for a 
serious study) that the number of 
vordim in the U.S. is between 300,0- 
00 and 500,000, the report adds, "... 
There are indications that inability 
to obtain suitable and affordable 
housing has been a significant factor 
in the much deplored and resented 
decision by many young Israelis to 
leave the countiy.” 

It stands to reason that there 
should be such a connection, except . 
for the small fact that there is ab- 
solutely no proof available that this 
has indeed been a major factor in 
verida. 


IT IS APPARENTLY fashionable 
to speak of Israel’s “intensely fac- 
tional and highly unstable politics.” 
I often find myself writing the first 
part of that accusatory sentence. 
But a very important part of the 
trouble with our politics is that it 
has been so terribly stable and un- 
responsive to changing needs. How 
unstable can a system be with one 
party remaining in power for 42 
years? 

In speaking of the religious- 
secular rift in Israel, the report adds 
solemnly: “The differences bave 
now become politicized, as ex- 
emplified in the Gush Emunim- 
Peace Now confrontation.” Which 
is one confrontation, at least, that 
has very little to do with the main- 
line religious-secular clash in Israel. 

So, if it's that not serious, why 
waste words? Because there was a 
“yes" up there to balance the “no." 
The report is the best presentation I 
have read to date of the image of 
Israel as perceived by the leadership 
of Jewish establishments in the 
diaspora. The points in the presen- 
tation are debatable: but I believe 
that the picture presented of the 
state of mind of many Jewish 
leaders and activists towards Israel, 
is a correct, if unflattering, one. 

The tenor of the report is warmly 
pro-Israel. I read it, despite some 
strong reservations, as a plea from 
the heart for a restoration of an 
earlier situation in which the 
diaspora could and did so admire 
Israel and all things Israeli. How 
else does one interpret the fol- 
lowing? 

“For diaspora Jews, Israel serves, 
variously, os a source of identity, 
peoplehood, pride and dignity; as a 
potential haven; as a spiritual centre 
for some, a surrogate for J udaism — 
a secular religion, really. — for 
others.... The relationship is of in- 
estimable value, and vital to both. 
That is why we are gravely con- 
cerned by the increasing strains 


which have become evident in. the 
relationship in recent years." 

The gentlemen of the WJC repre- 
sent no one but themselves, but they 
.speak the truth and speak it from 
the heart. It is a timely pall that 
deserves an answer from concerned 
Israeli, Jews. 

THE GROWTH of the diaspora 
leaders' feelings of superiority to 
the Israeli leadership has led to a 
demand for the “right” of Israel’s 
supporters and Jewish leaders to 
speak out candidly on the issues in 
contention in Israei-diaspora rela- 
tions. In the past, I have had occa- 
sion to write against the self- 
destructive itch to publicly air all 
our differences. I was referring par- 
ticularly to conducing internal 
Jewish and Zionist debates on the 
highly emotional and divisive issue 
of the territories in the pages of The 
New York Times -and on joint 
p odiums with representatives of the 
PLO on American campuses and 
elsewhere. . 

I believe, however, that the 
"right" demanded in the WJC 
report is an essential one. The issues 
confronting the Jewish people, in 
Israel and in the diaspora, must be 
aired intelligently. The report’s call 
for the establishment of more 
representative diaspora organiza- 
tion s which could carry out such an 
ongoing dialogue with Israel is es- 
pecially well taken. So is the sup- 
plementary proposal by Tel Aviv 
University’s Haim Ben-Shahar for 
the establishment of an Inter- 
national Institute of Israel-Diaspora 
Affairs. Certainly, the partisanly 
constituted Jewish Agency* has 
proven to be a total failure in 
meeting the challenge of con- 
ducting an intelligent dialogue. 

And, finally, to the issue That has 
most exercised Israeli commen- 
tators on the report: its attitude 
towards Zionism and Zionist 
ideology. 


The WJC. which used to be a : 
one-man show in ’the days when 
Nahum Goldraann headed it, and 
whose purpose today is vague, feral 
non-Zionist body. As such it is only 
to be expected that it represent a : 
viewpoint that rejects the duty! of 
aliya - and “the classic Zionist^ 
ideology which denigrates the ■ 
prospects for a secure and 
meaningful Jewish existence in the 
diaspora, and which conceives of ', 
diaspora existence as living in exjfc, n 
which it says "is remote from the . 
thinking of most Jews who live in V 
free democratic societies and is not 
conducive to effective commanica- - 
lions between Israelis and eihao. .. 
ci pared and secular diaspora Jews." -? 

As a statement of fact this present 
tation is undeniably true. Harping 
on the need to make aliya and oqa : 
view of the diaspora as living in cx- * 
ile is indeed “remote" from tfe 
thinking of most Jews and “not cob* . ~ 
ducive, etc." 

SO WHAT. It was just as remote 
and Don-conducive to the Jews of ~ 
Poland in 1939, and to the Jews of 
Iran today. Active Zionism, which 
means personally relinquishing the 
comforts of living in exile and com-.. : 
mg to participate in the tribulations';' 
and exhilarations of building a 
Jewish society was never accepted 7 
by a majority of the Jewish people/ : 
It was and is a movement of an elite 
minority among the. people. 

Refusing to confront the blind... 
majority of the people with the - 
above Zionist truths, however, '■ 
would be to acquiesce in the_ 
gradual disappearance of the Jewish 
people, a process which is referred ' 
to deep in the belly of the WJC 
report itself and which any obser-v 
vant and concerned Israeli visitor to 
the American and other diasporas^i 
can confirm. ? 

If we are talking about candour - 
and the right of all concerned Jews V 
to express their concern with the ;^ 
fate of the Jewish people.

NO MERE SEMANTICS 


To the Editor ef The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — As a sometime participant 
observer of the Committee of 
Concerned Citizens’ Jerusalem 
branch, may I join Zelda Harris, the 
CCC’s nationwide executive direc- 
tor, in her reasoned answer to 
Gershon Vevnin’s letter of January 
19. I find nothing which could sug- 
gest, in Mr. Yevnin’s conclusion, 
“that die so-called Committee of 
Concerned Citizens, far from being 
unaffiliated, is in fact, a front 
organizaton affiliated to the Labour 
Party." 

In today's public Israeli am- 
bience, however, a new group of 
citizens "of English-speaking 
background" concerned with rais- 
ing the public and private quality of 
our life must not merely be clean 
itself, but must be seen to be so by 
others. In this dimension alone the 
CCC, from its inception a few 
months ago, has been somewhat 
handicapped by the fact that its 
president (formerly "chairman”) is 
a well-known and articulate person 
widely considered a prime can- 
didate for a portfolio in the next 
Labour Alignment cabinet — 
Chaim Herzog. 

Especially now that it has become 
an object of general interest and 
hopes to serve as an effective 
medium on a host of what the 
membership perceives as curable 
defects in the body politic, the CCC 
should, I propose, have as an 
elected head someone who is not 
identifiable with the leadership of 
any political faction in Israel. 

Where I am constrained reluc- 
tantly to differ with Ms. Harris is in 
the implication of her claim that 
“Experience has shown that the 
best way to exert maximum in- 
fluence is from within the existing 
political framework rather than 
from outside it. * It would seem the 
better part of valour not to nail 
one’s corporate flag to the mast of a 
"major" party which at some given, 
pre-eleciorai moment “has in- 
dicated the greatest sympathy with 
our (CCC) aims," i.e. Labour. 

Though I belong to no political 
party, as one who follows (and 
teaches) the Israeli political scene it 
appears that Shinui’s avowed 
programme is far closer to that of 
the CCC than is Labour's record 
when previously in power. Though 
Shinui is a minor party, were -it to 
run separately from the Alignment 
this year, the CCC or much of its 
membership, might well be put in 
the classic bind of heeding promises 
— once referred to as “campaign 
oratory" — in place of the perfor- 
mance of Labour when it led our 
national government. 

I fear that Ms. Harris means by 
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"political framework” a big party or 
coalition committed at heart to. an 
existing" 'electoral system 'which the 
C.C.C. has vowed — convincingly 
— to help change. If that change is 
to occur, it should work at present 
mainly from the outside; that is, by 
lobbying, petitions, peaceful 
demonstrations, letters, articles, 
meetings, talking with friends, col- 
leagues and relatives.

however wrong this notion may be, 
that bad art is at least harmless and 
a matter of individual taste in any 
case. Jean Verame’s blue (and black 
and red) streak in Wadi Nafach is 
decidedly different — in bright and 
garish colours he has created a 
nearly permanent eyesore in a- 
wilderness area of great and 
delicate beauty; he has not created, 
as Meir Ronnen states with such 
brilliance, “a sort of endless en- 
vironment without beginning or 
end," (January 16) for that is what 
Wadi Nafach looked like before 
Jean Verame arrived with compres- 
sors, primer and paint. I believe that 
a different Creator is responsible for 
the vast Sinai wilderness. 

I discussed this project with Jean 
Verame, who said: “Israel has left 
its shit all over Sinai — airbases, 
field schools and used sanitary 
napkins — and now I, too, am going 


to leave my shit here." Well said, 
Jean. Verame’s ‘art', if successful ni 
creating the feeling of an “endless 
environment” in a place that 
already gives anyone with eyes in 
his head that feeling, is at best trivial 
and useless. In an age where so 
much of Ufe is trivial, why do we 
need ‘art’ that adds to it? Why not 
something better? And what need 
have we of critics who so casually 
endorse the permanent desecration 
of a pristine wilderness? Let them 
bear the moral responsibility for the 
bad — and harmful — ’art’ they 
support.
